HAM RADIO magazine had an interesting and possibly fright- 
ening editorial in their July issue. It concerns the increase 
of some amateurs that operate their 2 meter FM walkie-talkies 
on commercial airlines. The Federal Air Regulations (Para. 
91-19) states that no electronic device may be operated a- 
board a commercial airliner except heart pacemakers, voice 
recorders, hearing aids, electric shavers and electric wat- 
ches, unless approved by the air carrier or operator. The 
captain of the aircraft does NOT have the authority to auth- 
orize such operation. But if the airline did approve your ap- 
plication, you still have to have the captain's approval. 
Don't put the captain in a bad position by asking him to let 
you operate when you don't have approval of the airline. 


The modern airliner has equipment for communication and 
navigation in several different frequency ranges. Some of 
these include 108 to 136 MHz, 300 MHz area, and the 1000 
MHz area. Interference to some of these frequencies could 
easily cause a fatal accident. FM broadcast receivers are 
thought to be the cause of two aircraft accidents. It would 
bea big blow to amateur radio to be blamed for an accident. 
The editor of one amateur magazine has written of his exper- 
iences while operating from an airliner flying across the cou- 
ntry. | don't know if he had the airlines approval or not, but 
he did have the captains approval. It's great tohave an an- 
tenna at 35,000 feet. I'm sure he would not have done it if 
he had known of the possible results. 


If | were in an airliner, | would not be comfortable knowing 
an FM rig was being operated and it had not been checked 
out by the airline, In the take-off and landing phases, it 
could be very dangerous. True, the chances of amateur e- 
quipment causing trouble of this type are very slim, but would 
you want to be on the aircraft if it did happen?

JIM REID REPEATER ASSOCIATION 


Arepeater association has been organized in Raleigh, N.C. in memory of Jim Reid, W4BKL. Jim was very interested in all phases 
of amateur radio and one of his interests was 2 meter FM and the K4ITL repeater on top of the BB&T building in Raleigh. He was a 
vice president of BB&T. Several amateurs in North Carolina have expressed interest in the association. A group of amateurs met 
in July, organized the association, approved by-laws, elected officers and made application to the FCC for W4BKL. If the call 

is approved by the FCC, the repeater on the BB&T building will become the W4BKL repeater. 


To join and support the association, there is a $5 initiation fee and $1 dues per year. Other dues can be voted on by the members. 
Presently, the only expenses will be the license fees, expenses for organizing and supporting the autopatch on the repeater. If e- 
nough amateurs join up, dues should be well under $5 per year with an open autopatch. Presently there is only enough money to 
operate the autopatch for about six months. If only a few support the patch, it might have to change to a coded access. Equipment 
is already on hand for this. Phone line fees will run about $15 per month.

CD CRITIQUE OF 14JUNE DISASTER EXERCISE 


Attended the critique at 1930 hours at the County Courthouse with Chief Kelly of the Wake County Sheriff's Office; Col. Thorne, 
CD County Director; Pete Chenery of the County Red Cross; and others active in emergency operations in Wake County. Prob- 
lems were discussed as were possible solutions. All were impressed with RARS participation. Several statements were made to the 
effect that the only commo available was ham radio. At several QTH's messages properly transmitted and received were not routed 
to the individual most involved. Such errors could not be attributed to radio oprs but they do show users of accurately transmitted 
commo do need increased training and experience. CAP and RARS continue their cooperation in transmitting messages to local 
hospitals. Chief Kelly has offered part of his van to house ham operations at the disaster scene. Much coordination remains to be 
done but progress is being made. At the suggestion of several RARS members at the local beanery attended after the last RARS 
meeting and in accord with the recommendation of Pete Cheriery at the CD critique, letters are being dispatched to list the avail- 
ability of the County EC, Ass't. EC and other RARS members of RACES to assist in emergencies. It appears there is always some- 
one who doesn't get the word. The ever-libbing newspaper is not enough. Maybe letters won't be the final action, e.g. telephone 
numbers do change, but in any case, more people will now hear of RARS.

AUTOPATCH PER W4YDY 


It seems like one of the hottest items these days is the autopatch on some 2 meter repeaters. It's about the handiest device to 
come along since the Model T! | have been asked dozens of times where | got the schematic for my touch tone pad. It came 
from QST with modifications. | never have the exact values for parts! In mine, both capacitors are 5 mfd., and a 1 megohm 
resistor was added between the output and the HR-2A mike line for isolation. A DPDT switch was added to disconnect the out- 
put and the battery, although it only draws current when a button is pressed. Some pads draw current all the time. The pad is 
mounted in a 4 x 4 x 2 mini-box, with the mike being plugged into the box. The output is plugged into the HR-2A mike input. 
The basic schematic is shown and if can be wired to fit your own needs. 


It's a big thrill to be riding down the highway, call K4ITL on the autopatch and he answers the phone with "Garbage Dump" 
or "Joe's Bar". 1 should have known he was listening.
